Lat(»nia, Ky., Sept. S. — The stui>eMdous trans- ’ 
formation prot-ess that the I^itonia track is at pn*s- 
ent uiuler;;oint;, is hardly coiieeivable and. when 
the many improvements will have reached eomple- 
tion. it will prove the plant one of the most eoni- ' 
plete in the country and csi>ecially adapted to the 
mutuel form of hettiiiR. In the latter respect it 

will lead all other tracks in the matter of facili- ' 

ties and state of jierfection. Simplicity and fast 
action has been the f(»undation on which manager 
Ha<‘hineister built and, judjrinp by results, all J 
the desired aims will be accomplished. ^ 

The present undertakimr is not childs play and is 

outside of the reach of the press aK<“uts set phnise ' 

of annual “elaborate improvements.” It requires ' 
almost an army of workmen and they have lH*en 
steadily at their lab<irs since the early days of 
Auuust. Their work will not be finished until late 
this month and isissibly not lK*fore OctolM*r. The 
cxi>ense for altenitions will so well over $.^>0,000. 
.The principal chaiiKes in the plant will Ik* the 
re-arran»remeut of the bettiiiK pavillion, the en- 
largement of the lawns in front of tin* Kn»ndstand 
and to the north of the former paddock. The new 
order entails th<* erection of a new and commodious 
paddock; cutting off of ten feet from the track 
proiH*r for the entire length of the home stretch 
and the- errection of nearly 300 new stalls for the 
accomodation of an overflow numl)er of hors(*s. The 
total stabling capacity when the new barns are 
finished will give the Latonia track 1.152 stalls. 

An idea of the immensity of the present building 
can be gleamul frorti the fact that when the im- 
provements are completed, it will show the extreme 
edge of the club house to be nearl.v three-eighths of 
a mHe from tlie extnmie edge of the paddock :ind 
the whole space is to be used for the convenience 
of the racing patrons. 

Manager Hnchmeister’s l>est building efforts were 
centered on the betting pavilion and to the installa- 
tion of a system here that will make for dispatch 
and at the same time combine efficiency and sim- 
idioity. To accomplish this result it was necessary 
to expand and take in the territor.y formerly given 
over to the paddock. The addition of this big 
tract of ground and welding it into the former 
betting enclosure, enabled the builders to provide 
a long stretch of space which gave nM)in for the 
erection of places for the sixty mutuel machines 
that will always l»e stationary here. On a line 
Avith the machines and a trifle t<> the north, will 
Ih* fifty -four cashier’s places, where holders of 
Avinning tickets can haA'c them n*deemed. The 
cashiers Avill o<*cupy the ground where the former 
paddock was located. 

MANY MUTUEL C01T7ENIENCES. 

Directly in back of the mutuel machiiies Avill In* 
loc.'ited the sto<‘k room and “Elrod’s” f)ffice. Big 
window’s immediately in back of ea<di mutuel ma- 
chine, Avill s»*rve as feeding points for siu*h iie«*es- 
saries as th-kets and other paraplianalia needed by 
»‘a«'h niachim* from the stock room. To the north of 
the stock r<M)in, but still on the same line, will be 
the calculators rooms. This room A\ill Ik* complete 
in fa<-ilities for making qui<*k announcements as to 
the pay offs. A telephone switchlmard will also Ik* 
Iwated in this room, with connections to the various 
lK>ints where the pay offs an* imsted and each bosrrd 
marker Avill know simultaneously the figures to 
record on the huge boards, so that tlie siM*ctators 
in the grandsLiud Avill knoAV at the same time that 
the. iM’rsons in the lower part of the iH’tting 
Iiavilion, Avhat the price on each plaiced horse 
paid. Another innovation that M;inager lla<*hmeister 
Avill introduce is the pneumatic tube system, that 
Avill distribute the the official pay off slips to the 
different cashiers. Tlie time saving tlmt this will 
ri’Hult in A^’ill be pleasing to those Avaiting in line. 
Who heretofore were forced to wait quite a long 
time until some one brought around the official 
pay off slip to the different cashiers. 

The mone.v room and vaults will ailso be an ex- 
piinded location and a new system for the handling 
of huge sums Avill also lie put in operation. There 
Avill be screened spjices for at least twenty money 
counters and checkers, Avhere the Ixixes fresh from 
each mai’hine Avill be deposited and checked by a 
iiCAV method, a much improved one over that former- 
ly in use. 

The giving over of the old paildock to the betting 
Iiavilion necessitated the erection of new’ space 
for the <*<‘ntralization of those horses intemling to 
start in the diffen*nt races. This place Avill be 
located to the north of the old paddock and, A%hen 
completed, will embrace all the new ideas, as 
Avell as lombiiK’ safet.v to spe«*tators in the habit 
of visiting tlie p:iddock, also afford the horsemen 
room and freeness from the curious, that ofteh 
hampers in the saddling proc»*ss at many tracks. 
The new paddo<*k will have tw’enty stalls and the 
approaclies to this building Avill 1 m* cemented. Its 
law'iis Avill Im* p.-irklike, tin* planting and (’ultivation 
«if shrublM*ry and flower beds now’ lK*ing under way. 
The grading and filling* of the new* paddock re- 
«iuired considerable time and over 700 loads of 
dirt were necessary. Further to the north and just 
inside of the quarter post. Avill Im* a private ]iarking 
sjau’e for autoimibiles. Attemlants will Im* stationed 
h*‘r<* to serve checks and look after the machines 
of those desiring space at this vantage point. 

INCREASE IN LAWN SPACE. 

The cutting off of ten feet from the track in the 
homestretch, will in no w’ise interfere Avith the rac- 
ing, as the course is ninety foot wide all over at 
this point. The addition of ten f<K>t of track space 
will increase the lawn space by 12,000 square feet 
directly in front of the grandstand alone. The 
total space gained as a result of tlie ten feet de- 
crease of the track, Avill equal nearly 120.1MM) feet 
and should result in additional r<K>m for 5,000 si>ec- 
tators Avhen needed on big days. 

Sui>erintendent .loliii Keegan, Avho has- been in 
k charge of the construction, has the Avork well under 
I Avay. The concrete work and cement Avalks have 
' already lieen eonipleted. The lM‘tting pavilion, ex- 
c(‘pting for minor details, lias also almost reached 
a state of iM*rfection. The toilets, lavatories and 
lockers, to lx* used by the 120 employes, who Avill 
have charge of the mutuel arrangements, are under 
process of construction and Avill be finished some 
• time next AA’cek. The grading of the grandstand 
Ihaviis will Im* a big task, for much of the brick 
lawn will IniA’e to bo taken up and •redistributed 
to fit in with the new leA’eling. The fencing 
Avill also haA’e to be readjusted. In the ncAV arrange -

Last year, when a two-year-old, the colt A1 M, 
Dick, HOW’ knoAvn to horse fame as Liberty Loan, 
did not make much of an impression on patrons of 
rai’ing. In fact, out of seven attemiits, he won 
only a single race, that being a purse at Latonia 
.Tune 14, 19111, in whicli, ns the extreme outsider 
in tlie betting, lie defeated such commoners as 
SleeiM*r, Rhyme, Piraeus and Sijuare Dealer, Avin- 
niiig from Sleeix*r by a half length at five-eightlis 
of a mile in 1:01%. There was nothing suggestive 
of lh*rhy winning in this. But it is oue of the de- 
liglitful uncertainties of racing that an indifferent 
two-year-old now and then improves lx*yond recog- 
nition in the transition from its two-year-old form 
to tliat of its three-.A’ear-old days. 

Still running as A1 M. Dick, the colt made his 
first ajiix'arance in racing this year at Pimlico. 
Wednesday, May 9, in the Woodberry Handicap, an 
oA’erniglit purse race at a mile for three-year-olds. 
In the mutucls Mr. Whitney’s Tumbler was a liot 
f.'iA’orite at 130 to 100, and the giMxl filly. Fruit 
Cake, was second cliolce at 3S0 to 100. ' A1 M. 
Dick was an unconsidered outsider at over 3.5 to 1. 
But he w’on. In the light of later developments, 
he had much the best of the w’eights as compared 
with the higliAA’eights in the field of twelve starters, 
Tumbler carr.viug 120 pounds; Fruit Cake. 124: Ulti- 
matum ami King Herod 123 each. Although it w’as 
only a purse race, it was used as a public trial for 
the near-at-liaiid and valuable Preakness Stakes, 
for three-year- olds, w’liich Avas run tliree days later. 
The track Avas slow and at tlie end of an inspiring 
nisli tlirougli the stretcli. A1 M. Dick, lOS iiounds. 
Avas first by lialf a lengtli, AA'itli Fruit Cake second 
and three lengths before Kentucky Boy, 110 iKUiuds, 
tliird. Time. 1:42. 

The Preakness St.nkes was run Saturday May 12. 
It Avas the first race of considerable value of the 
eastern campaign, for three-year-olds. As such, 
it was covetously considered by owners and^ at- 
tracted a field of fourteen starters, they being Ivali- 
tan, A1 M. Dick, Kentucky Boy, Fruit Cake, Pi- 
raeus. Cadillac, Nebraska. Nashville. Cherry Ripe, 
Jock Scot, Hyannis and The Belgian II., 110 pounds 
each. Tumbler, 121. and Fox Trot. 111. The dis- 
tance AA’iis one and one-eightli miles. E. R. Brad- 
ley’s Key Hindoo colt Kalitan had raced so aacII 
at Ijcxington tliat he was -sent on to fill his en- 
gagement in the race, an adventure tliat turned 
out profitably. It Avas an oix*n lietting race, with 
Fruit Cake a lukcw’arm favorite at 430 to 100. 
(letting aAA’ay Avell, Kalitan rushed into the le:id on 
the backstre’tcli and. showing the way to the finish, 
AA’on comfortably by tw’o lengths in 1:54%. A1 
M. Dick was aAvay badly and hampered in the early 
running, but came through the lioniestretch Avitii 
a rush tliat enabled liini to- nose Kentucky Boy 
out for tlie $1,000 that attached to second place. 
Kalitan onl.v ran once after that race, tlien went 
Avrong and has not lM*en seen in racing since last 
spring, but A1 M. Dick trained on. 

At Jamaica Jilay 21, lie defeated Fernrock, Dor- 
cas and seven other useful racers at a mile and 
a sixteenth in 1:40%. He carried 111 iiounds 
and, by the scale, was giving weight to cA’cry- 
tliing in the race. Mr. Belniontls four- year-old 
Fernrock. 114 pounds, was the favorite at 11 to 
5 and, backed from 0 to 1 doAvn, A1 M. Dick Avas j 
at 18 to 5. At Belmont I’ark May 31, he car-l 



ried 120 pounds in the Mineola Handicap, «t a mile 
and Avon in 1:41, Avitli Skeptic, 118 iMuinds, sec- 
ond and tVlaiidra, 110 lumiids, third. D.-iddy’s 

Clioicp, Flittergold, Kentucky Boy and Brooklyn 
running unplaced. At the same track June 5, 
he won a purse race at a mile in 1:42 in a canter 
from lH*ckmaU*. B«*lla Desmond and Passing Fancy. 

At tliis juncture. A. K. Macombi*r’s atten- 
tion was attracted to tlie colt. His oAvn costly Eug- 
lisli and domestic three-year-olds had, for one 

reason and another, failed to come up to expecta- 
tions in racing. A1 M. Dick’s ruiiiiiiig liad been 
full of promise of ca’cii better things and he held 
an engagement in the Latonia Derby. So Mr. 
Macoraber iKuight liim for a big price and ciiaiiged 
liis name to Liberty I»an. The colt accomplished 
tlie main thing for Avhich he was bought, so Mr. 
Macomber had his reward. His first start in tlie 
colors of his ucav owner Avas in tlie Latonia IK*rby 
June Ifi. Tills race is at the true Derby distance 

of a mile and a lialf, ;iud so is a test of stamina 

as well as siM*od. J. W. Schorr’s giMid Broomstick 
<’olt ('udgel. liad lieen showing a quite remarkable 
measure of speed in his Kentucky racing. This 
resulted in his being made an o<lds-on favorite for 
the l)ig Latonia race at 00 to 100, Avliile Midw’ay 
Avas second clioice at 395 to 100 and Liberty Loan 
tliird in favor at 4.55 to 100. The starters were 
Lilxrt.v I.ioan, Cudgel and Midw’ay at 122 pounds 
ea<’h. Diamond, 117, and Opportunity, 119. MidAvay 
made the running for something over a mile at a 
fast pace, tlien gaA’e w’ay to (’udgel, but Liberty 
Loan came fast around the last turn and, passing 
him Avitli a gr<*:it rush, drew nw’ay in the stretch 
and AA’oii easing up by six lengths in 2:30%, Cudgel 
fiiiisliing second and Mid\A’ay third. Liberty Ix>an 
lAvas umiucstiouahly a great colt that day and, liad 
;he been ridden out at the extreme of his sliced, 
iiiiglit liaA’e beaten our American record for a mile 
and a lialf. 

Liberty I»an did not run ng.ain until July 4 
at Fort Erie, in tlie Fourth of July Handicap, at 
a mile and seventy yanls. In tliis he carried 115 
ixninds to 120 on tlie good five-year-old Rancher 
and was beaten by a neck in 1:43%. I.ieochares. 
120 pounds, W’as third and the unplaced ones w’ere 
(inimpy. 102; Skeptic, 107; Bondage, 1(K>, and 
Westy Hogan, 110. His uext and last start was 
in the Canadian Derby at Fort Erie July 11. In 
this he carried 125 pounds, tlie other starters being 
Skeptic, 110 iKuiiids; Bondage, 113; Raider, 107; 
Waukeag. 113, and Fruit Cake,. 114. The going 
Avas so deep and holding that day tliat the mile 
and a quarter of tlie race Avas run in such ex- 
tremely sloAv time as 1:21. Under sucli adverse 
circumstamvs. liis heavy iiniiost told and lie did 
well in finishing third to Skeptic and Bondage. 
After a considerable respite from racing, he w’as 
started in tlie Jerome Handicap at Belmont Park, 
September 3, but w’as liigh in flesh and. giving much 
weight, finished third to Bally and Straight For- 
Avard, at a mile in 1:38. His record and ix*digree 
are as follow’s;

Big Colt An Easy Victor Over Es- 
coba and Rosie O’Grady. 

Race Over a Track Deep With 
Mud — Clematis II. Takes 
Municipal Handicap.

New ifork. Sept<*niber 8. — Papp won the Futurity 
after a siiectacular race tlirough going that was 
ankle deep in slop, beating Eseoba and Rosie 
O’Grady. Not in yi*ars had tlie speculation been so 
scattered, or opinions so divided, as they w’ere 
in this year’s Futurity. There was hardly an 
oAvuer w’ho did not think his entry had a cliance. 
Even the longest shots had a follow’ing. Rumors 
Avere rife early that Traeksend had worked phe- 
nomenally for the race and this lie had done in 
blinkers. He carried tliem in today’s race, wliicli 
caused many followers of the Macomber stable to 
double tlieir usual siieculation. 

The track was coiisi<lert*d made to order for 
Papp and Eseoba. Willie Knapp, on the latter, 
thought he could not be beaten and even Butw’ell 
eonsidereii liis chances good on Uliief Lally. Mr. 
Whitney had cA’ery confidence in Rosie O’Grad.A’, as 
she was tuned to the minute by James Row’e. Not- 
Avithstaiidiiig, Papp w’as made a distinct clioice. 
there were many Avho kept laying against him until 
ills follow’ers were exhausted. It Avas generally 
conceiled that tlie race was an open one as tlie 
horses iiaraded to the post. Tlie only additional 
starter was Royal Ensign. Avliich aahs sent out at 
tlie last minute by James W. Corrigan, owing to his 
mud ninniiig qualities. 

After all the predictions and ifs and ands, there 
was no horse could cope w’ith George W. Loft’s 
Papp at the finish. For a .time he w’as bothertHi 
in tlie first half mile, being Avell surrounded by 
Royal Ensign. War Machine. Rosie O’Grady and 
one or tAA’o others, all of which raced heads apart. 
For a while Papp semed to be sluggish and All^n 
went to the whip at the half mile post. Never 
did a colt aiisAA’er more truly. He raced into a clear 
lend in a lialf dozen strides and from tliere to 
the end there was no doubt alMiut his winuing. as 
he lengthened his lead Avith every second. In tlie 
final stniggle for second place. Eseoba caught 
Rosie 0’Grad.v in the last stride or two. Top 
Coat ran a g«Mid race, being noticeable from tlie 
outset. Tlie Macomber pair ran disappointingl.r, 
in fact, outside of the first four, there was little 
to commend in the miming of the others. 

EASY VICTORY FOR CLEMATIS II. 

The Municipal Handicap proved an easy victory 
for the favorite Clematis II. Then* as on<* timi; 
during tlie running of this race wlien lieads only 
separated tin* four horses for nearly an eighth. 
When straightened out in tin* stn*tch, ('lematis II. 
dn*w aAA’ay, folloAvcd by Fizer. The latter tired 
badly near the end and- Buckboard took st'coiid 
place. America III. started out as if she was 
going to mil off witli the prize, but sIm* tired badly 
on the Avay liome.

FINAL DAY’S RACING AT ST. LOUIS 



Meeting Not Financially Successful, but Sport 
Is Clean and Wholesome. 



St. I.ouis, Mo., SepteinlM'r 8.’ — The ^faxwelton 
Park meeting of ten da.vs came to a elo.se with 
the running of toda.v’s card of six races. 

At the eonelnsion of the last ra<*e, Joseph 
A. Murpli.v made the following statement: 

“We lost a litth* money, Imt we gained some- 
thing that inone.v eonld not luiy. We established in 
the iniinis of the people, of the state the conviction 
that racing can Ih* <*ondneted as I’leanlj* as any 
other sport. This was a most essential fundamental 
for the revival of raring. We also secured from 
the iiress and authorities a taetit ae<*eptanee of our 
eonstriietion of the statutes. We trieil to keep ever.v 
pledge. We offered dail.v cards of g<K>d -class races 
lx*! ween horses in the hands of clean men, ridden 
h.v eoinpeteiit and honest joekej's and governed by 
the best ofCicials obtainable. I regret that our lease 
did not also include the club house em-losnre. I do 
not like bars on a rae«* track. A buffet bar in a 
n’strieted i-lub might l>e tolerated, but the promis- 
cuous ]>e<ldling of intoxicants gets on ni.v nerves.” 

“Wliile we have no aixilogies to offer, a ra«*e 
meeting of the quality coinniensurate with the size 
of St. Louis, is too big a job for one man. No mat- 
ter how large liis ]>ersonal following may Im*, he 
needs the help of representative men. If I’onditions 
become settled I hope to add Ib'troit and Chicago 
to inj' intiiHTar.v for 1918. I urn opposed to long 
race meetings. Fift«*en daj's in the spring and a 
short meeting in the fall should 1 m* the limit foi- 
st. Louis. Personally I would like them shorter, 
except that horses Could not be secured for shorter 
meetings, Detroit, Chiengo and St.. Louis could 
liave serial Di*rb.vs ami stakes with one entrance 
fee. Each could have its own Jocke.v Club and the 
three could form the nucleus of u new governing 
bodj' in tlie west.” 

UNFAVORABLE 'WEATHER CONDITIONS. 

T'nfavorahle weather eonditions the last day at 
Maxwelton Park, did not keep the attendance away. 
The weather was chilly and a drizzling rain kept up 
all morning. The track w;is a lane of mud, owing 
to a rainstorm over night.

horse thnuigli* purchases b3’ commissioners from 
foreign <*ouiitries. 

“You will notice,” continued Mr. Sanford, as he 
exhitiited the pictures,- “that (’<M»i>er is the big 
iHidied. short legged t3’pe of tliormiglihred like his 
sire ami the trilnites paid him b3’ his master should 
make new' friends for the horse of blood as a 
eavalr3' remount.

You 
will notice h.v the second picture, whieli was ap- 
parentl.v taken at Verdun, that after tliree 3'cars of 
constant scrviit? he is a bigger and stouter animal 
and would appear to be good for man.v additional 
years of active work shoultl In* esi*ape the shells 
of tlie eneiiQ’. Hear what Captain Raoul says of 
(\ioper last June. The card is dated ‘With the 
Armies, June, 1917,’ and runs:

— When A. K. Macom- 
Ikt’s Dodge returned to the paddock a virtual 
cripple iK'c.-ui.se of his breakdown in the ^Icrchants* 
and Citizens’ Handicap nt S.aratoga, on Saturday, 
August 25, Walter B. .Jennings, the trainer, an- 
nounced in no uncertain terms that all the track 
at the Spa was good for was to bn*ak dow’u horses. 
Dodge’s ailment is a rupture of the suspensor.v 
ligjiment, and it is extremely unlikely that he will 
ever face the starter again. It is the consensus 
th.it he will prove a great horse in the stud, inas- 
much as he has shown himself a true horse in 
either fast or muddy going. Jockey I.rf>ftus an- 
nounced when he got off the horse that but for the 
inislni]) he would have “walked in.’’ 

Then* is little doubt that no other sportsman on 
the American turf since its inception has ever lieen 
visited with the ill luck which has pursued ^Ir. 
Macombi'r, who has sliown himself to b** one of tlie 
greatest assets the turf has at tlie present time, 
ile has lK*en the most liberal purcliasi‘r of thorough- 
breds, domestic and imported, that America lias 
ever known. 

That Mr. Macomlier has sliow’n himself to be a 
goiMl loser is indicated by the fact that lie is never 
visibly perturlH*d when any of his horses fails to 
Iierfonn in winning fashion. He is extremely con- 
cerned, however, when any of them are visited with 
’mishaps such as have oecumnl to five of his horses 
at Saratoga since the meeting began, these bidng 
added to his champions Star Hawk and North Star 
III., which went wrong in Kentucky. 

MANY HORSES GO AMISS AT THE SPA. 

]VIr, Jennings stated a fact which will be attested 
to by many trainers and owners wlien he said that 
“all tlie track is good for is to break down iiorses,’’ 
for never before have so man.v breakdowns been re- 
corded on an.v one track. Tlie Spa track this year 
is being held responsible for more horses going 
amiss than all otlier tracks in the metropolitan dis- 
trict <“ombincd. 

If any one owner had had at tiie beginning of the 
year seven horses in his barn like Nortli Star HI.. 
Star Hawk, War Star, Dodge, Ed Crump, Boots and 
Motor ('op. lie would have felt that he liad the turf 
world by tlie ears. Tliose wlio keep in close toucli 
witli matters akin to the horse would have felt th.at 
to be Hie owner of any one of them would be im»r- 
session aplenty. At the present time their racing 
qualities are negligible because of mishaps, so tliut 
tlieir owner is to lie commiserated witli liecause of 
Ids failnn* to realize in a racing way on ids invest- 
ment. Tlie first two named were put out of com 
mission in Ki’ntuck.v, while tlie quintet afterward 
named have been disqualified by injuries received 
at Saratoga.

Practically Never Prepared by Any Accepted Method 
but Work Given Him Just Suited Him.

New 5'ork. September 8.— The two recent victories 
of tlie horse. His Nibs, brings tlie colors of G. 

F. Johnson, the fatlier of Fred Jolinsoii. again into 

prominence. While tlie “yellow and Mack spots” 

may now be termed his colors, they an? not tlio 
old JoIinsoii colors, but tliose of his sei-oml son 

G. F. Johnson, who is not in tlie best of liealtli. Mr. 

Johnson had His Nibs on his New Jersey farm, witli 
some other stock, and he was doing so well that 
he decided to let old “Dad” Prior look after him. 
“Six weeks ago,” saiil Mr. Joliiison. “tliat old 

horse was on the farm living tlie life of a gentle- 
man. • He was lirought up liere and I told the 
little negro, who hail him in idiarge while I was 
at Saratoga, to just gallop him along miles in 
‘about fifty.’ with an oei’asional opener of a quarter 
or a half mile just to get his racing legs used to it. 
Why that liorse praeti<*ally has never lieen trained 
b.v :in.v aeeeptiM method, but wliatever work he 
had seems to have just suited him. 1 didn’t think 
he h:id a chance in the world to win his race on 
3'iiesdjiy, iieitlier dill an.v of the astute idoekers, 
or lie would not Iiave gone to tlie post at 20 to 1. 
Who would ever have thought a liorse could have 
run a mile lx*tter than 1 :.’)9 with sucli mild train- 
ing treatment It only goes to sliow how differ- 
entl.v some Iiorses must 1 m‘ trained to oHiers. 

“I thought he would be ready for a stiff work or 
two wlien I got bark from Saratoga and we miglit 
get a elieap raee out of him. He .agreeably dis.i]>- 
IHiinted me by winning tlie first crack out of the 
box and came back again ’Fiiiirsday and took down 
aiiotiier purse. Old man Prior is as proud as a dog 
witli two tails and I am too, for that matter, for a 
horse tliat I tliought little of is turning out to be 
‘some’ race liorse. It lofiks to me that tlie first 
stud.v of a horse, is to try and find out just how it 
sliould be trained and if you liappen to strike the 
riglit sort of treatment, it is as mueli luck as gmxl 
judgment. Tliat is tlie reason horses Avin races 
wlien least exiK*cted bj’ their trainers, likewise lose 
rai-es when expected to win, whieh is frequently the 
ease. 'lYnining is an art, but Hiere^s mueli luck at- 
tached to it too. If I liad told anybody just what work 
His Nibs liad had and, added, tliat I expected him 
to run a mile better than 1:,39, they would have 
Hioiiglit me crazy and, by jove, 1 might have tliought 
.so myself.” 

ONE OF THE VETERANS OF TURF. 

Mr. Johnson is one of tlie veterans of the turf, 
having raced horses in tlie early “eiglities” and is 
still a d.aily visitor at tlie lo<-al tracks, though alxiut 
four score years have passed since lie shook liis 
KAvaddling elotlies. Age is Ix'ginniiig to tell its tab‘, 
l)Ut the exereise he gets in stepping around a raee 
eonrse. the fresh atmospliere :ind the soidable sur- 
roiindings. iiave done iiiiieli to make liim weatlier 
life’s storms. Mr. Jolinson is a gre.it advoeate of 
Hieing for tlie preservation of IxmI.v and mind, wlicii 
indulged in a sportsman’s way. Like the late James 
R. Keene. Mr. Jolinson deelares raring will put at 
least ten years on the life of a person ;ind. niaylie 
twent.v, besides the amusement and thrills one gets, 
added to tlie satisfaetioii of seeing a Imrse win 
bred on the <dd farm, wliieli could lx‘ termed “ex- 
treme delight.” 

.Vnotlier instance of the likes and dislikes of 
iiorses for eertaiii tracks, can be cited in tlie eases 
of Deekmate ami Viewixdnt. two Iiorses from Sam 
Hildreth’s barn. At Saratoga the former could 
hardl.v get out of its own wa.v, while ViewiMiint 
showed an inclination to tire iMTceptibly after going 
about seven-eighths. At Belmont Park txitli iiorses 
ran differently, wiiiiiiiig races in the most workman- 
like manner. Belmont course is where they re<*eived 
tlieir seliooliiig. tlie.v know the lourse sind evidently 
appreciate tlie going. Viewpoint ran like a stake 
horse, finisliing resolutely, notwitlistsmding tlie dis- 
tance was generally thouglit to be too f;ir for liim, 
ill view of his S.-iratoga showing. De<*kiiiate ami 
Viewixdiit are two deeideil instances of oiianges 
of. form, due to the different eonstruetion of the 
two tracks. Tlsere will be more iH'fore the Belmont 
season closes. Viewpoint ma.v turn out to lie a reall.v 
good horse, iiis raee being de<idedly tlie lx*st from 
a time and weight-carrying standpuiiit, of tlie first 
five days of tlie meeting. Hildreth evidently tliiiiks 
pretty well of him, as he protected him for $3,20.5. 



OBJECT TO BEING MADE THE GOAT 

Messrs. Baker and Goldblatt Disclaim Connection 
with the Activities of Pearce, Henry and Fink.

Tx»xington, K.v., S< ptember 8. — Judging from state- 
ments tliey made to tlie writer uixui tlieir return 
to Kentucky this week, tlie racing experiences of 
Grover and Hundley Baker in the east tliis .year, 
tlieir first in tliat section in several ye.irs. was 
neitli(‘r merr.v nor profitable, all bee.iuse of the 
run-up doings of a einiple of jemng fellows they are 
IMqinlarl.v siipiNised to control, but do not. 

*’\Ve sliipiHMl our horses out there ami every tiling 

w. is lovid.v. until Walter Pearce and John Heiir.v 
got to ninning up Iiorses.” s;iid Grover Baker, “;iiid 
then pe<»ple Ix'g:in iliarging their openitioiis to us. 
We iiad absolutel.v no eonneetion with wliat they 
were doing, but we eoubl not eonviiiee others of the 
truth of it. 'Fo make a long story sliort, I won 
upward of $20, (KM) at Empire City and ilropped it 
;ill and then some at Sjiratoga. When they moved to 
Belmont Park. I Aveiit there thinking I inight Aviu 
a few gooel lM*ts. but tlie first tiling I knew. Harry 
Fink and Peairee w<*n* lio|qdng onto S.ini Hildretii 
in sedling ra<*es ami In* came to im* to know wli.v 
I eonldn’t keep them off of liiin. 1 do not beli»‘v»» 
I was ever quite as mad in my life. 1 tidd him 
•piite i>ositiv<d.v tliat I liad absolutel,v notliing to do 
witli their o|>eratioiis. ’J'Inn 1 t«M»k the train for 
Keiitm-ky. I went out there feeling tliat I would 
liavi* a g<M)d ehaiiee to ni.ike a profit.ible eonmndioii 
witli some rii-li owner as his trainer, and had all of 
this happen to me.” 

Hundle.A’ B:iker said that he had before going to 
New York and Saratoga, asked Pearei* not to run up 

an. v horses, and tliat he had promised liini that he 
would not pla.v that game in tlie east. “I guess, 
tliougli, lie must lijive found it tm> tiuiipting,” sjiid 
Hundley, “for the first thing I knew lie ;iml Henry 
were into it thick and it wasn’t long bifore they 
had considerable people snubbing Grover and I and 
then we began to lose horses and money. We did 
not furnish P< an*e or Henry or Fink with money to 
run iqi or < laim .horses, .aiid li.iil no i-onneetion 
with tliem in any of tlieir transaetions, but we had 
to carry tlie load just tlie same.” 

LIVINGSTON NOT INVOLVED. 

^lose Goldblatt said tliat the oliarge made in .a, 
certain public.atioii, to the effect tliat Jefferson 
Livingston furnished tiie moni'.v upon whieli Harr.v 
Fink oi>er;ited in claiming and running up iiorses, 
lias no foundation in fact. “Oeeasionally Fink bets 
money for Livingston, but his operations otherwise 
are for himself and not for Livingston,” said Gold- 
blatt. “We haven’t a horse in tlie stable tliat was 
acquired throngli Fink, and out of a selling or ehiim- 
ing race. After George Land took Othello from 
Livingston, I got liim h.aek over the same route 
we had lost liim, but all of the otliers we boiiglit 
from breeders, developers and by auction. George 
Land lias an idea tliat Fink opiTated for Livingston 
when he took Intone, but he is de:id wrong about 
it. Fiiik lias told me tliat he bu.vs and claims 
iiorses from selling races because he finds it profit- 
able to do so, ami liecause he underst.'inds tliat is 
wliat selling and claiming races an* for. He Ji;is 
tohl me that he is oi>erating on his own money ex- 
eliisiA'cly. I know Livingston never fnrnislied liiiii 
an.v.” 

Tlie Kentnek.v id.-iiming rule d<x*s not p«‘rmit of .as 
extensive trafl'ieing in Iiorses as is the <*ase in the 
east, for tliat sixt.v tla.vs possession clause m:ikes 
it too expensive and too tedious, but it slioubln’t 
be siinirising if some retalia'tory steps are taken 
by fellows, wlio h.aven’t got over the sorem-ss tli:it 
was engendered by the operations in Kentnek.v last 
spring and in the east, iqi to tiie close of tlie Sara- 
tog;i meeting.
